Grave 'Outlook 


Workers today are. for the most part, 
reasonably well paid. Nobody is starving. But 
mo.st workers are also saddled with com¬ 
pletely inadequate pension plans. Plans that 
will leave them with severe cases of the 
shorts at age 65. 

BOTH management and organized labor 
must share the blame. Management, for not 
upgrading the pension plan without prod from 
labor, and labor for being too damned con¬ 
cerned about today’s increase in pay to 
won-y about what hai>pens when they’i*e pas¬ 
tured out. 

“'ThF wtfy 'ttxirthwhtte pen s tai plans tod a y 
are those in effect in the banking business 
and the civil service. They allow for a max¬ 
imum pension of 76 per cent of a worker’s 
best five years earning power. Example ~ if 
a man hits I'etirement age with a salary of 
$10,000 a year, he gets $7,600 a year pension. 
Many of today's plana work out to about 40 
per cent, which means they aren't worth the 
I>owder tr> hkw them to hell. 

I NIONS should be making the pension 
plan the number one priority instead of 
hassling over wage increases, holidays, wor- 
ing conditions. These can’t be completely Ig¬ 
nored. but they should he given secondary 
billing lo the task of instituting a meaningful 
pension plan. 

If it meant taking lower wage settlements 
for a couple of years, if it meant staying with 
the same holiday structure for another cou¬ 
ple of years. If It meant staying with an 
eight-hour day instead of a six hour day. it 
would be worth it to have the peace of mind 
of a pension plan somewhat removed from 
the spectre of the dole. 

Many people are forced to augment their 
company pension plans with private annui¬ 
ties and this should not be necessary in 
today's economic climate. 

OUR priorities are out of whack. Grabbing 
everything for today is economic suicide. 
Both unions and , management piously 
suggest it is not theii^ fault that we are In 
Kuch an inflationary Qiess. Pui-e twaddle. 
They are both guilty. 'I 

Runaway economies i’bring about reces-

WASHINGTON — Three 
days after the Watergate bur¬ 
glary, the government’s top 
invest^ator in the case urged 
that President Nixon publicly 
order “an all-out investigation 
and let the devil take the 
hindmost/' the senate Water¬ 
gate committee was told 
Tuesday. 

Assistant attorney-genera! 
Henry Petersen, who directed 
the justice department probe 
of the break-in and coverup 
until the case was taken over 
by a special prosecutor, tes¬ 
tified that he made the rec¬ 
ommendation in a meeting 
with then-attomcy-general 
Richard Kleindienst and pre- 
cidential counsel John Dean. 

And he strongly implied 
that the coverup was already 
being put into effect. 

Kleindienst asked that Dean 
arrange a meeting with the 
president for him. but Dean 
said he would talk with the 
president himself. 

After that, Petersen related, 
there was “an all-consuming 
silence," which Dean ended 


by saying, “you are to run an 
ail-out investigation.'* 

Dean left the meeting pre¬ 
sumably to tell the president 
how gravely Kleindienst and 
Petersen viewed the situation, 
but Petersen said, “Unfortu¬ 
nately we never heard any¬ 
thing from the president.” 

PetA^en ^testified that In 
conversations with the prea- 
ident much later, Nixon said 
Dean had never come to him 
with word of the meeting or 
with the early recommen¬ 
dation or urgency in the 
investigation. 

In forceful, unequivocal lan¬ 
guage. Petersen gave the sen¬ 
ators the strongest defense 
they have yet heard of the ad¬ 
ministration's, particularly 
the justice department’s, han¬ 
dling of the investigation. 

The career government law¬ 
yer asserted the justieg de¬ 
partment and the FBI would 
have exposed the coverup 
themselves if they had been 
left to their own ends by the 
Congress, the press, and the 
special prosecutor’s office. 

Petersen’s testimuny came 


as the comnuttee neared the 
end of the marathc^ first 
phase of its investigation into 
presidential campaign activi¬ 
ties and began a recess until 
September.

W HEN SOME 800 MEMBERS of the marine 
unit of the B.C. Government Employees As¬ 
sociation, supported by more than 200 members of 
tlie Canadian Merchant Service Guild, agreed to 
terms for settlement of a strike which had tied up 
the publicly-own^ ferry system for 13 days in Feb¬ 
ruary, 19^, the memorandum of agreement con¬ 
tained this clause: 

"A commitment by employees that there will 
be no strikes, walkouts, tie-ups, slowdowns or stop¬ 
pages of work” in future. > 

It seemed every conceivable excuse for mlsun-* 
derstanding and dislocation of an essential service 
had been removed with the provision that a six- 
man board would be appointed to hear grievances, 
deal with seniority problems and complaints about 
working conditions. Its findings were to be binding. 

As for wages, they would be fixed in relation to 
those paid coast steamship crews. 

It is in the conte.xt of that agreement five 
years ago that the current dispute should be 
viewed. It was signed in good faith, and the govern¬ 
ment of the day and the general public applauded 
what was considered a safe^ard against future 
disruption of service, entailing inconvenience to 
tourists and travellers generally, possible food

Robert Strachan, as minister of transport, is 
dealing with the employees’ demands on this oc¬ 
casion, and he has been more generous than his 
predecessors in office. He has offered terms of set¬ 
tlement which include items that have been resist¬ 
ed for six years by government. 

Along with a 10 per cent increase in wages, his 
package includes an increase in the pay differential 
from 9 to 12.5 per cent in ships employing 12-hour 
shifts, Increas^ ‘‘dirty money” pay, additional 
crew to ensure regular meal breaks, overtime in 30- 
minute rather than the current 15-minute incre¬ 
ments. 

In addition he has offered time and a half 
overtime for holidays. 

The employees, apparently satisfied with 
everything else, are demanding double-time-and-a- 
half for statutory holidays. 

Mr. Strachan quite properly objects on the 
grounds that any such concession would be discrim¬ 
ination against other civil service employees who 
don’t enjoy such rates. 

Norman Thomber, business agent and spokes¬ 
man for the union, interprets Mr. Strachan’s re¬ 
mark about management ‘‘going about as far as it 
can go,” as being em indication the minister can be 
pushed further. 

Mr. Thomber might be excused for believing 
that a sodedist administration would jump to satis¬ 
fy the demands of any powerful union, especially 
vv’hen a strike is threatened — legal or not. 

He may have made a mistake if that is his 
thinking where Mr. Strachan is concerned. The 
minister, and former leader of the New Democratic 
Party in this province, has shown on more than one 
occsislon that he takes more kindly to persuasion 
than to command. 

If Mr. Strachan resists the pressures of the 
union on this, apparently key issue of holiday over¬ 
time rates, and even if it precipitates a strike, he 
Will have tlje widest public sympathy. If he gives 
way to unreasonable demands he will lose for 
himself, and his government, much of the public 
goodwill and ci'eduKty they have been so keen to 
cultivate.

Famous Last Words 


B ritish Columbia Minister of consumer Af¬ 
fairs Phyllis Young has added her ample voice 
to that of federal Agriculture Minister Eugene 
Whelein’s in blaming the press for contributing to 
the high price and shortage of meat products. 

Ms. Young categorically states that both the 
price increase and scarcity of meat are nowhere 
nearly as severe as the press would have people 
believe. Indeed, says this socialist champion of the 
common consumer, she recently passed a meat 
counter in Vancouver full of standing rib roasts — 
a “bargain” at $1.69 a pound — that shoppers were 
ignoring. 

To Ms. Young, whose income this year as an 


NDP cabinet minister will be in the region of 
$45,000, meat at $1.69 a pound might well be a ter¬ 
rific bargain. To old-age pensioners and other un¬ 
fortunates on small fixed incomes, it is not. And it 
is perhaps these people who Ms. Young is criticiz¬ 
ing for “ignoring” the cut-rate price she quotes. 

If Ms. Young’s statement is a true reflection of 
the attitude of Premier David Barrett’s govern¬ 
ment, we Avill h^ve to accept that in the province of 
British Columbia the New Democratic Party has 
now transformed itself into the New Plutocratic 
Party. 

All that is lacking is for Ms. Young to quote 
another lady-ruler of historical notoriety who told 
her consumer-subjects to go and eat cake. 


Control of Wages and Profits 


As Canadians watch Phase 
Four in the United States they 
should realize that ther^ is 
much more to it than econom- 
dcs. The latest attempt to curb 
inflation this side of a na¬ 
tional disaster will depend- 
less upcm the government’s 
regulations than upon the 
mood of the public. If a suf¬ 
ficient majority of the Ameri¬ 
can people are deteimaned to 
do it, they can arrest the 
prige spiral. If that determi¬ 
nation is lacking, the ex¬ 
periment, like the prohibition 
of liquor half a centry ago, 
will surely fail. 

Phase Four differs in im¬ 
portant respects from Phase 
One, vshich was a total eco> 
nomic freeze, from Phase 
Two, which was a successful 
eystdm of selective controls, 
and from Phase Three which 
was a premature relaxation of 
those cOTtrbls and immediate- 
. ly caused a new InUaticmary 
explosion. 


The present system largely 
exempts small business and 
concentrates on the great 
pace-setting industries, thus 
folicAving the advice of Pro 
fessor 'John Kenneth Gal- 
bradth, one of President Nix- 
• on’s strongest critics. It ex¬ 
empts food prices at the farm

level, to encourage maximum 
production, and wiQi admir¬ 
able candor, the government 
admits that these piuces, at 
retail level, are bound to rise 
sharply under the pressure of 
world demand and supply. 

But control of wages and prof¬ 
its throughout the economy re¬ 
mains as the foundation of the 
whole program and there it 
differs entirely from the 
thinking the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. 

Some 18 months ago Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Turner 
was talking with alarm, 
almost with despair, of the 
"virulent” cost-push inflation 
— the familiar cycle of 
costs raising prices. Lately he 
has said that wages are not a 
significant factor in prices, 
that inflation is due mainly to 
world’ conditions over which 
Canada has no control. 'The 
United States government, 
however* re.i€cts this ar- 
gumefit outright and sees that 
wages are still a major, if hot 
the primary, factor In costs, 
and prices. That is why, in 
Phase Four, it has cwifirmed 
and will vigorously enforce a 
guideline of 5.5 per cent on 
wage increases, vdth an extra 
allowance of .7 per cent for 
fringe benefits. 


Here an extraordinary con¬ 
trast can be observed between 
the attitude of organized labor 
in the United States and Can¬ 
ada. From the beginning of 
Phase One the American 
unions, with few exceptions, 
obeyed the government’s 
guidelines even where they 
seemed unfair to some 
groups. Probably no unions in 
the democratic world showed 
a clearer sense' of responsi¬ 
bility. The Canadian unices, 
on the other hand, flatly re¬ 
fused to accept any vaiuntary 
or compulsory restraint on 
their wage demands, while 
business accepted a restraint 
on profits, and thereby 
doom^ the hopeful Prices 
and Incomes Commission. 


In the result the American 
uni<His settle with manage¬ 
ment for wage increases at. or 
close to, the guidelines and, 
during Phase 'Two test year, 
prices rose in the United 
States far less than in Canada. 
This year many major Cana- 
dia wage settlements are far 
higher than those in oompara- 
ble American industries, in 
some cases about tnvice as 
high. ^ 

The/ difference !n attitude 
between labor in the two 


countries must be a mystify¬ 
ing study for psychologists 
but tile political forces behind 
it are plain encHigh. A Canadi¬ 
an government at the mercy 
of the New Democratic Party 
and always on the edge of an 
election has never ventured to 
speak candidly about wage 
costs, much less to restrain 
them, even by persuasion. A 
United States government, 
though terribly damaged by 
scandal, has c<xitrolled wages 
and profits, appealed to the 
good sense of unions and 
management, and with all its 
mistakes has received the 
broad si^iport the nation. 

Meanv^e the success dr 
failure of controls over the 
American economy as a 
whole should not be confused 
with the special, worldwide 
and unprecedented problem of 
food shortages which mean 
food price increases everV- 
where. And since tiiey are in¬ 
evitable until supply caUhes 
pp with demand (if it ever 
dan in an ov'erpc^ulated 
world) it is all the more nec¬ 
essary that other prices 
should be stabilized. That is 
the leal purpose of Phase 
FdiFwhich the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment has rejected in ad¬ 
vance. Soon we shall teiow 
whether the government is 
ri^t OP wrong. 


Parliament’s public ac¬ 
counts committee is front and 
centre again, its chairman de¬ 
fending it against the widely- 
published charge that it is im¬ 
potent. 

In all the years it has been 
investigating the multi¬ 
millions of dollars the auditor 
general has. rep>orted w’asted, 
nothing has happened.

And the government, know¬ 
ing from long experience how 
short U the public memory, 
simply ignores it, confident it 
will be all forgotten. 

So out comes the charge 
that the public accounts com¬ 
mittee accomplishes so little 
if, indeed, anything, because 
it is "weak.” 

And Chairman Alfred 
Hales, the veteran Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Wellington, 
springing to its defence, while 
denying the charge, admits it. 

Listen to him, as he mounts 
his defence and concedes that 
the committee lacks clout. 

On the face of it, the com¬ 
mittee looks strong enough: 
eight Liberals, eight Conser¬ 
vatives. two New Democrats 
and a Social Crelit MP, all of 
them, boasts Mr. Hales, “de¬ 
dicated and qualified men.”

To classity them another 
way, three are chartered ac¬ 
countants, six businessmen, 
t^lree lawyers, two journal¬ 
ists, a manufacturer, a cattle 
rancher and a retired army 
officer, "an excellent cross- 
section,’* claims Mr. Hales,

signment.

Tbs student ax>d guerrilla 
mo v ements are seen by some 
ob s er v ers as harbingers of 
wliat may be ^lead lot Mex- 
ko unJess it finds sohitiom 
soon to a host of pfessing eco¬ 
nomic and social problems. 

It is no wrjnder that much of 
the domestic effort of Pres¬ 
ident Luis Eebeverria Alvarez 
and his 32-montfw)kl govern¬ 
ment is directed at meehne 
the economic and social chal¬ 
lenge fneins Mexico. 

Echeverria and his min¬ 
isters are quxta trsnk about 
the prohlems. In numerous to- 
terviewi, the pre si dent wartes 
little time In talking about 
Mexico's obvious achieve¬ 
ments whifh include the lone 
record of econoRue growrUi 
and finaitcial steMhQr that U 
a point of envy for much of 
the rest of Latin Arne 
Keheverria is obviously n*ue 
ccocertied with the aims of 
socie^ where the ai hieve- 
ments are few. 

Inadequate ht-viSing. unem- 
pln>-ment lagging arncu- 
ttu^ production, ijral po¬ 
verty. staggeriri population 
increases, tosidfcieiit eJuca- 
tional opportunities—tneee a^ 
a few of the leading |n ■■'hlems, 
and they appear to be in toe 
forefront oi the Ecieveiria 
govemmeni'j oencem. 

*Tt Is not enough for us to 
point to toe spectac.ilx aoev 
ncmiic aciuevenrwts,'* one of 
a ils e v e w e ms ar^ak for tvfmr 
aociates said recently.

investment and to locate new 
markets for its exports. Mex¬ 
ico obviously wants to cut 
back on its Icmg-time heavy 
dependence upon toe United 
States for investment moneys 
and expOTt markets. Mexican 
officials were quick last 
spring to assure Washington, 
however, that Echeverria’s 
world tour was not a slap at 
the United States, but rather 
an effort to broaden Mexico’s 
contacts. 

"This is a new route for 
Mexico and a hew policy 
which we are undertaking 
with great enthusiasm," 
Echeverria said as he em¬ 
barked on toe trip. 

It seems obvious that if 
Mexico is facing critical times 
ahead, Echeverria is deter¬ 
mined to find solutions. He is 
not without his critics who 
contend that toe long hours 
that he and his ministers put 
in each day are little more 
than window dressing and 
that toe trip abroad was of a 
similar nature. 

But toere appears to be a 
good deal of growing support 
tor the Echeverria govern-

There are tvw obstacles to 
such a move, however: 
Korean anti-Japanese feeling 
and Japanese weapons-export 
curbs. 

Anti-Japanese feeling ariscji 
from the decades-long Japa¬ 
nese occupation of Korea that 
ended in 1945. It now Is rekin¬ 
dled by the rush of Japanese 
tourists and businessmen to 
South Korea. It is reinforced 
iiy official South Korean toler-' 
ante of anti-Japanese sen¬ 
timent as the one political 
expression allowed in toe 
Korean press. 

South Korea’s closeness to 
toe Japanese already is a 
prime North Korean criticism 
of Seoul, and any weapons 
deal with Tokyo would cer¬ 
tainly subject Seoul to further 
criticism. 

On the Japanese side, the 
barrier to any weapons deal 
with South Korea lies in To¬ 
kyo’s "three principles" of 
weapons expexi that have 
been in effect for the past 11 
years. Togetoer, the princi¬ 
ples preclude any export of 
weapons to Comimunist na¬ 
tions, to nations branded aa 
aggressor by toe United Na¬ 
tions, or to nations now at 
war or likely to be at war 
from Japan's no-war constitu- 
tiojl

‘Very Sad 


OTTAWA (CP) PoUticai 
of^ionents of the Trudeau gov¬ 
ernment critidzed the Bank 
of Canada’s increase in inters 
est r&tes ^'^esday as "sad’* 
and "disasterous." and a na-. 
tional consumers’ spokesman 
jaid it will push rising living 
costs even further. 

"Very sad," said CJonserva- 
tive Leader Robert Stanfield. 
"The increase is going to 
move up rates on mortgages 
and make it more difficult for 
Canadians to get loans." 

"I don’t see how in heaven’s 
name it can have any affect on 
reducing prices, certainly not 
food prices," said New Demo* 
crat Leader David Lewis. 

"It will make it much more ' 
difficult for consumers to fi¬ 
nance one of the biggest pur¬ 
chase of their lives — 
houses,"’ commented Maryon 
Brechin, president of the 
llO.OOO-member Oonsumera' 
Association of Canada . 

Stanfield, at a news confer¬ 
ence, repeated his party’s de¬ 
mand for a 90-day freeze on 
prices and incomes to be fol¬ 
lowed by economic controls. 

He said soaring food prices 
and the interest rate increase 
are part of (Canada’s worsen¬ 
ing inflation that only controls 
can halt. 

•Tt's very difficult to under¬ 


stand how ordinary Canadians 
are getting by," he said. 

"It seems as if the govern¬ 
ment and the Bank of Canada 
are conUnuing their disas¬ 
trous policy," Lewis said. 

■‘"They have increased inter-, 
est rates by two percentage 
points — an increase of about 
50 per cent — in the past four 
months. It’s a disastrous poli¬ 
cy which I condemn without 
reservation." 

"The increase in the prime 
rate and mortgage rates will 
make it much more difficult 
to finance a home," said Mrs. 
Brechin. 

"Although food prices are 
very visible, rising interest 
rates have also put a consid¬ 
erable strain on housing." 

She advised coiuumers to 
shop for the best 'possible in¬ 
terest rates, using life insur¬ 
ed^ or securities as collater¬ 
al where possible to get loans 
at less than ttie general- 
market rates. 

She also suggested borrow¬ 
ing a leaf from a finance com¬ 
pany’s advertising to "never 
borrow needlessSy," and put 
off major purchases such as a 
house until interest rates go 
down again. 

Echoing Lewis, Mrs. Bre¬ 


chin also said the increase in 
interest rates will do nothing 
to ease rising living costs any 
time soon. 

"It isn’t going to offer any 
short-term relief for con¬ 
sumers in the market," she 
said in a te l e phon e interview 
from Toronto. 

Lewis said the bank-rate in¬ 
crease will raise mortgage 
and housing interest costs, 
ahd repeated his party's de¬ 
mand for a law setting borne 
mortgage interest at six per 
cent with a requirement that 
financial Institutions • allot a 
specific amount of funds to 
’Such mortgages. 

"There is no justification 
for increasing interest rate 
over-aU. It is a blunt in¬ 
strument which hurts under¬ 
developed areas," he said. 

He said the government 
should also require lower in¬ 
terest rates to |[uch areas as 
the Atlantic provinces, North¬ 
ern Ontario and other sections- 
that "need economic stimulus.’* 

Lewis said the Interest in¬ 
crease was part of the Tru¬ 
deau government’s policy an¬ 
nounced last week by Finance 
Minister John Turner to cut 
government spending in an at¬ 
tempt to reduce inflationary 
pressures. 


Interest Climb 
Quickly Felt 
By Borrowers 


'TORONTO ((3>) — Cana¬ 
da’s charted banks Tuesday 
began moving interest rates 
higher following the Bank 
(Lada’s announcement rais¬ 
ing its lending rate to 6^ per 
cent from 614. 

Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce, Royal Bank of 
Canada, Bank of Nova Scotia 
and Toronto Dominion Bank 
announced increases in their 
prime or minimum lending 
rate of one-half of 1 per cent 
to 814 per cent. 

The change was effective 
Immediately for the Com¬ 
merce and starts today for 
Toronto Dominion, Nova Sco¬ 
tia and Royal Bank. 

Toronlo Domion, Nova Sco¬ 
tia and Commerce also an¬ 
nounced a retroactive in¬ 
crease to Aug. 1 in the inter¬ 
est paid on non-chequing sav¬ 
ings. accounts. That rate is 
raised one-half of 1 per cent 
to 614 per cent. 

The Bank of Canada’s lend¬ 
ing rate increase is the fourth 
since April when the rate was 
4% per cent. The rate is the 
interest at which the central 
bank lends money to the char¬ 
tered banks. 


Royal Bank said it will 
maintain the differential to 
one-half per cent on the base 
rate for small business loans, 
raising it to 7% per cent. This 
applies to loans ot less than 
$ 200 , 000 . 

In addition, botlr National 
Housing Act loans and con¬ 
ventional mortgage rates win 
rise one-quarter of 1 per cent 
to 10 per cent. 

Nova Scotia's'Tate for small 
business loans will remain 
one-quarter per cent below 
the prime, at 8 per cent. 

Among trust companies, 
Royal Trust announced Mon¬ 
day that was boosting its 
mortgage .ute to 10 per cent. 
However, Canada Trust Tues¬ 
day stat^ that a similar in¬ 
crease in its prime mortgage 
rates "can be expected in the 
nejar future." 

^nada Trust non-chequing 
account interest rates were 
boosted a quarter of 1 per 
cent to 6^4. One-year invest¬ 
ment certificates were raised 
from 8 to 814 per cent; two- 
year certificates from 8 to 8H 
-per cent; three-year from 8 to 
8*4 per cent; four-year from 8 
to 8H per cent and no change 
for five-year certificates.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The NLxon administration un¬ 
veiled its final Phase 4 regu¬ 
lations for ‘most of the econ¬ 
omy Tuesday. They will per¬ 
mit firms to increase some 
prices 10 per cent or more 
starting as early as Monday. 

Director John Dunlop of the 
Cost of Living Council said 
companies will be allowed to 
raise their prices overall only 
to the extent of their in¬ 
creased costs.

Dunlop conceded there 
would be a "price bulge" as 
soon as the new Phase 4 regu¬ 
lations go into effect Monday, 
but he declined to speculate 
on how big the bulge would be 
or how long it uxiuld last. 

Sen. William Proxmire, vii4 
chairman of Cbngrcss’ joint 
economic committee, predict¬ 
ed earlier in the day that the 
administration's economic po¬ 
licies would not stop inha- 
tion but lead to a recession, 
witii higher unemployment 

Proxmire said the Phase 4 
controls would help "very lit¬ 
tle" because they permit a 
full pass-through of recent 
sharp increases In wholesale 
prices that have not yet 
reached the consumer level.

Vancouver Island anglers, especially those in the Victoria 
area, are being asked to help with the fort large scale sea- 
run cutthroat trout study ever undertaken on the Pacific 
Coast. 

End result of the study sliould be better fishing lor sports 
anglers, and some restrictions on certain waters. 

As early as 1976, some rivers never betore stocked with 
trout will probably be stocked with fish from the new Abbots¬ 
ford hatchery, which Is expected to be built next year and 
will include facilities for a cutthroat-trout hatchery. 

The new cutthroat study will officially get underway at 
the start of September, but, unofficially, it has already start¬ 
ed, and one of the first to be signed up to participate was 
Robert Fraumeni, who landed a 3.10-pound cutthroat at West 
Bay ’Ibesday evening under the watcWiH eyes of a fish and 
wildlife branch biologist. 

Fraumeni, who landed his fish on a brass, red, white and 
yellow Curvet spoon, was immediately enlisted as one of the 
first of what fish and wildlife officials hope wiU be an army 
of angler-helpers. He was supplied with a quantity of scale- 
sample envelopes and questionnaires. 

”We need scale samples to study age and growth pat¬ 
terns of cutthroat from all over Vancouver Island, but we will 
be concentrating on the Victoria area because that Is where 
the population is," says regional flsheiiss biologist George 
Raid. 

The emphasis will be on searun cutthroats, although 
there will also be a special study of VIctorla-area lakes. 

’The fish and wildlife branch wants to get In touch with 
anglers who fish (or cutthroats along Vancouver Island 
beaches ... at Sooke Harbor and Basin, tt West Bay, the 
Gorge, Fisherman’s Wharf, Esqulirhlt Lagoon. Cordova Bay, 
the C^quitz, Craigflower Creek, Albert Head Lagoon ... 
anywhere the ghost-like cutthroat might be found.' 

They are asked to get In-touch with Regional Fish 
Biologist George Reid, Courthouse, Nanaimo, B.C, and they 
will Im supplied with scale envelopes and questionnaires de¬ 
tailing the kind of Information sought. 

In addition, starting Sept. 1, there will be a creel census 
girl patrolling all the known cutthroat spots on the lower 
Island. She will talk to all anglers about their cutthroat fish¬ 
ing success, or lack of it. 

She will ask them their opinions and advice about how 
they think cutthroat trout could be better managed. 

Fish biologists will also be testlnag streams with seine 
nets to determine mortality patterns of the cutthroats . . . 
how many die through angling pressure and how many just 
don’t make it under river hafcitu and natural predathm oon- 
dltions. 

Results of the Investigations should be a better manage¬ 
ment program that could Include stocking of rivers and lakes, 
lowering of the creel limit, new else limits, or oloetng of eeiv 
tain spawning portions of some streams. But the overall ob- 
jectlve is to provide better fishing (or more anglers, 
e ★ ★ 

Public access to fishing water will be high on the list of a 
land status study to be undertaken In conjunction with the 
overall cuHhrpat project. So will stream rshabUtalion, as- 
peclally at the source of trout streams and out of lakes to 
spawning waters. 

SpsclalUed fishing areas, like kid’s only and (ly-flihlng- 
only spots, could be one result of the<studles. 

Victorla-area lakes are also to be target for the fish and 
wildlife researchers and two girls are already doing a creel 
census on Elk, Beaver, Prospect, Langford, Glen and other 
lakes. 

Coupled with this census Is a land status study with a view 
to improving public access,.especlelly to the Highland district 
lakes. 

The lake study wHl'lead to a new management plan, 
which will see stocking of cutthroat trout In some lakes IW 
the first time, as well as stocking of rainbow trout continued 
in other lakes. 

For Instance, under consideration Is Whether Langford 
Lake will handle both cutthroat trout and the small-mouth 
Iw. It is now a baas and sunSeh hhe, Jjut It has bean tound 
that bass and cutthroat trout are compatible In lakes. 

A hatchery evaluation study now under way In the lakes 
will take three years to complete and will determine what 
size of hatchery fish would be beat for stocking each lake, 
how many Should be planted in sach.lalos, and the mortaUty 
rate between the various sizes of hatchery fish. 

The lake project also Includes a recreational study and 
lakes will be ranked according to the pursuit (or which they 
•Pe beet suited ... (or flahing, boating or swimming. 

One thing researchers have already found Is that when 
the speedboau come out on a lake the fishermen leave. On 
the other hand fishesmen, swimmese and small boaters are 
compatible. 

”We are looking for more public access all the time,” 
says Reid. 

Not yet included in the take studies, but next on the list, 
are the lakes of the Greater Victoria watershed, now not used 
for regular water supply, but still closed to the public (or no 
sound reason by a dictatorial water board. 

All the studies will be made available to regional boards.

A government study was launched Tuesday 
into the natural resource problems of north Van¬ 
couver Island, with a view to. forming an over-all 
strategy foe the use of such key resources as 
timber. 

The study, to involve different provincial gov¬ 
ernment departments, will generally cover that 
portion of the Island north of the Campbell River- 
Gold River highway. 

Resources Minister Robert Williams said spe¬ 
cial emphasis will be placed on the Tsitika drainage 
and Schoen Lake area. 

In a news release, Williams said the study was 
originally prompted' by a proposal to create an 


ecological resource on the Tsitika River watershed 
but it will be expanded so that that particular mat¬ 
ter can be seen in a “total nbrthem Vancouver 
Island perspective.” 

Co-ordinated by Vancouver consultant How¬ 
ard Paish, the task force will include senior people 
from various brancdies of the civil service responsi¬ 
ble for resource planning on the Island. 

Efforts will be made to seek the Opinions of "a 
broad sector of the public" on resource Issues, not 
simply special-interest groups, Williams said. 

Completjon'date for the study has been set for 
February, 1974.

To illustrate an imbalance 
of fish interceptions, the 
paper notes that U.S. fisher¬ 
men catch 12 million pounds 
more of the salmon headed 
for provincial rivers than do 
Canadian fishermen. 

The B.C government will 
once more voice its insistence 
that B.C. fishermen need 
more finanoied. he^ from Ot¬ 
tawa to allow them to buy 
their own boats. 

It sa>'s the blggbst fishing 
companies are American- 
owned and fishermen must 
sell their catches to these ‘ 
companiM vho “own” their 
boats, making it difficult to 
bargain. 

‘"i^ey arc. In effect, share¬ 
croppers who are often serv¬ 
ing a foreign master, and we 
do not regard this as being 
good enou^ for British Co¬ 
lumbia fishermen.”

The premier also said his 
government will not increase 
corporate or personal income 
taxes in its 1974 budget al¬ 
though other areas, like toe 
province’s resources, might 
face new or tocreased taxa¬ 
tion. 

He was talking about his 
government's decision to 
raise corporate income taxes 
from 10 to 12 per cent this 
year, and defended this by 
saying that B.C. was going 
through a boom year and the 
big companies were “grab¬ 
bing all they can.”

As fishing x^uccess steps up 
in Vancouver Island waters, 
John Reeves, 1290 Beach 
Drive, found he didn't "have to 
go more than 60 feet from his' 
'front door to get a salmon. • 

He took a trout spinning 
with light reel and 12 pound 
test nylon to the rocks in front 
of his home tn the bay just 
south of Oak Bay Marina. 

He had spotted needlefish 
splashing at^t and decided 
to see what was making them 
surface. It look him. just 12 
casts w*ith a ^-ounce 
silver, with red dots, Deadly 
l>ck to h.Tok into an 18-pound 
Chinook Nvlilch took 29 minutes 
to land on the light gear. 

'These needlefish are com¬ 
ing into shore just at sunset 
every evening and I had seen 
a couple of other anglers take 
salmon.'* he said. 

Ada Smith went a little fur¬ 
ther to get her big thrill — a 
50-pound tyee on her first tyee 
fishing trip at the entrance to 
Muchalat Inlet. 

She went with her husband, 
Roy, and Vem Palli.ser who 
had clicked with some big fish 
the week before. 

She* was using 80 feet of 
line, 12 ounces of weight. 
Super Minnow Teaser with 
six - inch herring around 
Bligh Island when the big one 
hit. It took her 90 minutes to 
land it and at times it took as 
much as 500 feet of line out. 

Several times they had to 
chase the fish to stop it from 
stripping all the line off the 
reel. 

"It perhaps was the 
strongest best fitting fish I 
have ever seen in all mV fish¬ 
ing years," said Roy Smith, 
inventor of the Roy Smith 
flasher and one of Vancouver 
Island’s most successful an¬ 
glers. 

"This was her first trip for 
tyee but I don’t think it will 
be her last. I might say I was 
real proud of the way she 
handled that fish," he said.

Area Press Council 
Studied hy Oak Bay 


Members of Oak Bay coun¬ 
cil this week wanted more 
spectfic infomration on orga¬ 
nization before endorsing the 
establishment of a community 
press council. 

Such a council, as proposed 
by Victoria Labor Council, 
was recommended to Oak 
Bay by labor council secre¬ 
tary Larry Ryan. 

The press council would, he 
said, be a check on the 
fairness and adequacy of 
press reports; it would help 
preserve the freedom of the 
press: it would work for 
higher standards; it would 
hear complaints against the 
press where the only possible 
route now was through letters 
to the editor, and it would 
also hear complaints about 
the conduct of others toward 
the press. 

Such press councils were al¬ 
ready operating in Britain, in 
Quebec, Ontario and Alberta, 
and had been recommended 
in the 1970 Davey Report oo 
the media. 

The p^ess council, Ryan 
said, should be made up of 
publishers, former journalists, 
newspaper-wise university 
people and-x^embers of the 
public at large, but he had no 
precise information on its or¬ 
ganization. 


"We are trying now for pub¬ 
lic reaction to the idea," he 
said. "If there is enough, then 
we'U pursue the plan more 
fully.” 

He added that he had no 
specific complaint about news 
coverage by the two local 
daily papers. He came into 
the press council idea when at 
one point he found it impossi¬ 
ble to get in touch with one 
Victoria publisher to discuss a 
matter, added Ryan. 

Aid. John Goult was con¬ 
cerned that such a press 
council might become a tool 
of a particular group or fac¬ 
tion. and for this reason alone 
wanted detailed information 
on its powers and organiza¬ 
tion before endorsing the idea.

All systems are go for the 70-unit co-operative 
housing project planned for five acres of provincial- 
ly-owned land in Victoria West. 

Gerald Sager, of The Bastion Group, a Vic¬ 
toria firm of architects retained for the townhouse 
development, said Tuesday consti-uction on the 
$l.l-million project will definitely begin in October. 
The property Is bounded by McCaskill, Langford, 
Hei-eward and the E&N railway line. 

The Pioneer Co-operative Housing Associa¬ 
tion, undertaking the venture, was formed in Feb¬ 
ruary. Its aim is to provide family accommodation 
at reasonable cost. 

Different from a condominium, a co-operative 
housing project is owned by all the members of the 
co-op who individually lease their homes from the 
co-op. 

An elected board of directors is responsible for 
the project's administration. 


The Victpria West co-op development, the first 
of its kind in Victoria, wiil be bujlt on a four-acre 
parcel of land sold to the provincied government by 
the city of Victoria for $350,000 last January. 

The province is retaining ownership of the 
land and is leasing it to the co-operative at $14,000 
a year for 50 years. 

The development will consist of one, two, three 
and four-bedroom homes with wall-to-wall carpet¬ 
ing, colored appliances, private carports and patios. 

Members must purchase initiai shares in the 
co-operative, ranging from $1,600 for a one- 
bedroom house to $2,000 for a four-bedroom house. 

Monthly costs to members will be $150 for a 
one-bedroom unit; $167 for a two-bedroom home; 
$191 for three bedrooms and $216 for four bed¬ 
rooms. 

That Includes principal, interest, property tax, 
land rental, insurance, water, garbage collection, 
outside maintenance and msmagement.

The youth said he got a 
busy signal and asked if he 
could wait and phone in a few 
minutes. He asked for a glass 
of water while he waited and 
then requested change for a 
$10 bill. The elderly woman 
went to a dresser drawer and 
got two $5 bills. 

Second Drink 

The youth, who must have 
noticed $100 in bills on clothes 
in the drawer and a wallet in 
the same room, asked for a 
second drink of water. The 
woman went to the kitchen at 
the other end of the suit^,^ 
turned while filling the glass 
and saw the youth running 
out.

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Every year, along about the 
back end of summer, 1 get a 
lot of complaints from back* 
yard gardeners to the effect 
that Immature apples are all 
falling Ihclr treasured 
trees. 

It is quite a common sight 
to see the back lawn' littered 
with windfalls, and while it Is 
possible to use in the making 

apple wine, it is still a sub*« 
stantial waste of. potential 
fruit *■ 

Strangely, enough, heavy 
losses through windfalls are 
hardly ever experienced in 
commercial orchards except 
under hurricane conditions. 
Healthy apples should stay on 
the tree until harvest time, 
improving in color and flavor 
as they swell in size. 

There is a reason for it — 
perhaps the so-called *'June 
drop” which in our climate 
more often occurs in July — 
in which the tree deliberately 
^lins out its own crop to more 
or less balance its budget, re¬ 
taining only the number of 
fruits it can support without 
overtaxing its strengrth. But 
any great number of windfalls 
in later summer is a pretty

aura sign that something is 
wrong. 

Ihere it a reason for it — 
perhaps several reasons — 
and it is up to the home gar¬ 
dener te a little detective 
work to discover the cause. 

C^e imp<Mrtant thing to 
check the nutrition of the 
tree. If feeding has been Inad¬ 
equate, the leaves will be un¬ 
dersized and of a poor color, 
and the tree will produce a 
vast number of small apples, 
many which will f^ as** 
competition for food and 
moisture becomes acute. 

I have mentioned several 
times in eariler columns how 
fertilizer can be applied in 
grassed-over areas — by 
punching holes through the 
sod in a band around toe tree 
away out under toe tips ot the 
branches, and pounng nu¬ 
trient solutions into these 
holes. 

On clean, cultivated ground, 
I don't think you can beat a 
generous mulch of old rotted 
manure, spread t^ckly and 


maintained permanently over 
toe root tips by topping up Uik 
nually with more of toe same. 

Dryness at the roots will 
have much toe same effect as 
malnutrition, and if water is 
applied, It too should go in the 
djip area under toe outermost 
branch tips, Holes in toe 
ground will again help get It 
down to where it is most 
needed. It is useless to apply 
food or water close in to the 
trunk; the active portions of 
the root system are away out. 

It isn’t so generally realized 
toat a tree or any other plant 
— can suffer from thirst as a 
result of too much water. 
With poor drainage and 
soggy, stagnant soil in toe 
rooting area, the very fine 
root hairs decay, and toe tree 
^ds itself in the situation of 
•the Ancient Mariner — 
“Water, water everywhere, 
and not a drop to ditok” — 
or. In this case, no root heirs 
with which to drink it 

Imperfect poUinatlorr often 


causes an apparently good set 
of fruit later drops, but 
this usually occurs much ear¬ 
lier when the apples are very 
snmll, not much bigger than 
marbles. Inoorrsct {Himing 
either too light or too drastic 
~ can alto upiet the balance 
of the tree and cause fruit 
drop. 

By far the most common 
cause ot windfalls, though, is 
an infestation of insect pests, 
and this is whars th# com¬ 
mercial orchardist scores 
over the home gardener ~ he 
sprays with the right sprays, 
at toe right strength, Itod at 
the proper times. 

If your windfalls have a 
hole in toe eye and a wmm in 
toe core, codlin moth is your 
trouble. If you find a rtobon- 
like scar or streak on the skin 
of your fruit, your pest is the 
larvae of toe apple sawfly.

WASHINGTON—John Ehrlichman 
testified before the Senate Watergate 
committee two weeks ago that it was 
“wen within both the constitutional duty 
and the obligation of the president” for 
White House aides to break into the of¬ 
fice of Dr. Daniel Ellsberg’s former 
psychiatrist. 

Sen. Sam Ervin of North Carolina 
disputed this interpretation of the pres¬ 
ident’s power and argued there was 
nothing in the law which gives the pres¬ 
ident the right to suspend the fourth 
amendment’s protection against unrea¬ 
sonable searches and seizures. 

Since this is a great constitutional 
issue I sought out my old law professor. 
Heinrich Applebaum, who holds the 
Chair of Jurisprudence at the Water¬ 
gate Technical Institute of Perjury. 

"Professor, who is right in the con¬ 
stitutional dispute between Senator 
Ervin and John Ehrlichman?” 

“They’re both right and they’re 
both worng.’’

“Well, Ehrlichman is right in say¬ 
ing the president of the United States 
has the duty and obligation to break 
into anybody's psychiatrist’s office that 
he wants to.

that White House aides could do It for 
the president.” 

“Do you mean If the president 
wanted Ellsberg’s psychiatric records, 
he had to break into the office him¬ 
self?” 

“That is correct. He had to perform 
the burglary personally. Otherwise it 
would be considered Illegal.” 

“But Isn’t that kind of hard for a 
president to do?” 

"The writers of your constitution 
diAr’t want to make It easy. They knew 
that every president of the United 
States at one time or another would 
have a desire to break into a psychia¬ 
trist’s office. 

“It’s something that no man In 
power can resist. So they provided that 
the act itself had to be committed only 
by the president. The writers of the con¬ 
stitution assumed that this would keep 
most presidents from using the power 
unless it was absolutely necessary. 

“Now, had President Nixon bor¬ 
rowed a wig and a camera and tools 
from the CIA and gone to Dr. Fielding’s 
Beverly Hills office, broken into the 
files and retrieved the EUsberg records, 
he would be acting within the law,. But 
the fact that the president turned over 
the mission to two White House plumb¬ 
ers was his undoing. As a lawyer he 
should have known that.’* 

“John Ehrlichman’s lawyer, John 
Wilson, has argued that the president 


has a vast reservoir of power given to 
him by congress which makes it possi¬ 
ble for the president to commit ^at 
would otherv^e be an unlawful act for 
national security”, I said. “Do you 
agree with his?” 

"I certainly do. When it comes to 
national security the president can 
mug, steal and commit arson as long as 
he is protecting American citizens.” 

“How do you arrive at that?” 

“Because, as Ehrlichonan’s lawyer 
has so well pointed out, the courts have 
never ruled that he couldn’t do it. Now 
the president cannot commit these un¬ 
lawful acts willy-nilly. He has to prove 
that in some way they have to do vrith a 
threat from a foreign power. 

“How can he prove It?” 

“In the case of Ellsberg’s psychia¬ 
trist, it’s quite possible that Dr. Field¬ 
ing had made studies of Freud.” 

“But Freud isn’t a foreign power.” 

“Aha, but where did Freud prae- 
tice?" 

“In Vienna.” 

“That’s all the president needs to 
justify the break-in.” 

“Then if I hear you right, Dr. Ap- 
I$lebaum, Nixon’s only error in the EUs¬ 
berg affair is that he did not burglarize 
the office himself.” 

“That's the only constitutional issue 
they’ve got him on. In fairness to Nixon 
though any president could have made 
the same mistake.”

If I decided to form a “lobby” group in Washington to 
promote the interests of the sprocket-and-widget industry, 
whatever I spent on this endeavor to influence legislation 
would be ta.x-deductible as a business expense. 

But if I formed a “charitable and ^ucational" group in 
Washington to promote the public interest — say, by lobbying 
for more eqmtable tax laws — I would lose my tax-exempt 
status if it was shown that I tried to influence legislation by 
political pressure. 

What this means is that special interest groups In the 
U.S. — whether for business, later, agriculture, or what have 
you — can and do spend millions in pressuring for laws they 
want passed: but if you work for the general interest, or the 
public interest, then contributions to your cause are not tax- 
deductible. 

Earlier this sumer, for instance, the House Ways and 
Means Oommittee held hearings on tax revision. A group 
called Tax Analysts and Advocates filed a suit in toe U.S. 
District Court, complaining that it couldn’t take part in these 
hearings for fear its tax-exempt status would be lost. In 


which case, many people would stop contributing to It, since 
their contributions couldn’t be written off. 

Two years ago, the group pointed out, one of Its affiliates 
did lobby against a bill giving tax breaks to exporters, spend¬ 
ing only $1,200, while special interest groups spent at least 
$150,000 promoting the legislation. Naturally, it passed, and Is 
costing the U.S. Treasury more than $150 million a year. 

One of the big reasons for so much disaffection, alien¬ 
ation and cynicism in the U.S. is the sense that everybody 
with influence speaks for his own segment, but nobody speaks 
for everybody. In the welter of private interests, the public 
interest is forgotten and neglected — which is hardly the way 
the founding fathers conceived the U.S. would be run. 

The U.S. badly needs a public advocate, standing above 
factionalism, which would counter-poise the rich, well-con¬ 
nected, and deeply entrenched lobbies that, over the years, 
have turned the tax system into a playground for the influen¬ 
tial and a mine-field for the unrepresented. The broad 
band of middle-class wage-earners has been the hardest hit 
by these glaring inequities over the last 30 years. 

“Qout” is the name of the game — but the public Inter¬ 
est is specifically denied any clout under our present laws. 
U.S. laws need to be rewritten, or rescinded, so tf.at it 
becomes as easy to lobby for Everyman as it now is to write 
off millions to protect the advantaged...

Obscenity T^st for Wild Honey

Obscenity is liable to be the 
only point of argument wfien 
the skin flick Wild Honey 
comes up for appeal Jan. 10 
and 11 in Victoria County 
Court, The Daily dlblonist 
learned Tuesday. 

Judge William Ostler ruled 
in mid-March in Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial (3ourt that the movie 
was obscene and defence law¬ 
yer Dermod Owen-Flood said, 
soon after, he would launch a 
four-point appeal. 

But one of his main p'^ints 
apparently has been shot down 
by the Saskatchewan appeal 
court in e decision last week 
involving another well-known 
skin flick, Ihe Stewardesses. 

Hiat point was the so-called 
“Section 15 defence," named 
for a section of the Canadian 
(Criminal Code which says in 
effect that no one shall be 


convicted for keting In obe^ 
dience to the law. 

Ostler bad conviciied former 
CJoronet Theatre manager 
Frank Frederick Charles San- 
nor on a Victoria charge of 
presenting an obscene enter¬ 
tainment Aug. 16. 1972, by 
showing Wild lloney but 
Owen-Flood had argued San- 
nor was obeying the law vrtien 
he did it. 

He claimed the obedience 
grew out of the fact Wild 
Honey was - shown with the 
“lawful authorization" of the 
p.C. fihn classification direc¬ 
tor but Ostler ruled this did 
not protect Sannor from pros¬ 
ecution. ■

The Saskatchewan court 
now has adc^ted the same 
view in the case of The Ste¬ 
wardesses, shown by the Day¬ 
light 'Theatre in Regina. A 
Judge in Saskatchewan's 
equivalent of B.C.. Provincial 


Court had convicted the 
theatre qf a-similar charge 
and levied a $1,000 fine. 

Next, a judge in the Saskat¬ 
chewan equivalent of B.C. 
County Court had reversed 
thq lower-court • decision on 
appeal. But he considered 
only one point of appeal, the 
"Section 15 defence," and his 
approval of it now has been 
reversed by the appeal court. 

The highest court in the 
Prairie T^rovince said “the 
fact that the province has 
classified a film has no bear¬ 
ing on wheftier or not it falls 
within the provisions of the 
(federal) code.” 

Unless another high court 
Issues a difterent ruling he* 
fore Jan. 10, Owen-Flood ap¬ 
parently will havd^to drop the 
“Section 15 defence" from his 
points of argument.

London ’s Art Marts 
Make Record Sales

LONDON — Bustlix^ Lon¬ 
don art auctioneers closed 
their doors for the summer 
recently after their richest 
sales season in history. 

Sotheby’s, probably the 
world’s busiest. auctioneers, 
reported that proceeds from 
893 sales here, in Los Angeles, 
New York, Zurich and other 
sites abroad for the season 
which began last September 
totalled more than $181 mil¬ 
lion. The total for the pre¬ 
vious season was nearly $112 
million. 

CSiristie’s total fiom 397 
sales here, in Europe. Canada 
and Australia in the just- 
concluded season came to 
more than $86 million. Chris¬ 
tie’s 1971-72 sales total was 
almost $52 million,. 

London's less prestigious 
Phillips and Bonham galleries 
reported their auction sales 
proceeds from the past season 
were 33 per cent to 55 per 
cent hi^er than in 1971-1972. 

The higher sales proceeds 
this past season stemmed not 
so mu^ from the numbers of 
rare old paintings and other 
art objects auctioned — only 
a few of the great masters’ 
pictures went to the block — 
as from the continuing and 
rising inflation in works of 
art. 

A Dutch Cuyp painting 
which sold for an estimated 
$7,875 in 1842. went for $1.5 
milbon at Oiristie’s last June. 

Reflecting on the higher 


sales proceeds this pkst sea- 
soft. ChriSfle’s attributed 
some of the “startlii^ rises in 
prices" at auctiems to “the 
uneasy monetary situation 
throughout the world, a 
depressed stock market, cor¬ 
porate buying of works of art 
by city institutions (meaning 
financial firms) and even 
greater interest by Japanese 
. cdlectors in impressionist 
pictures and prints and orien¬ 
tal ceramics.” 

Sotheby’s and Christie’s 
sales of the latter doubled, in 
effect, last year and their 
s.iles of impressionist paint¬ 
ings were up 80 per cent to 90 
per cent because of the in¬ 
creased Japanese purchases 
of such- items. 

Meanwhile, auction sale 
prices of almost everytfiing of¬ 
fered for sale here — books, 
wines, jewelry, primitive krt, 
furniture, armor and weapons 
climbed astonishingly. 


A handsome old Augsburg 
centre table and two candela¬ 
brum were knocked down for 
nearly $485,000, worid record 
prices. 

Sales of antique silver did 
not increase perceptibly, but 
those items sold brought 
higher prices..A pair df (^ueen 
Anne silver chandeliers went 
for $293,000, another record 
price. 

A goodly portion of the 
paintings auctioned here this 
past season were offered for 
sale by foreign owners, thus 
underscoring London’s con¬ 
tinuing role as the world's 
prime marketplace for art.

The telephone wires from 
here to Ottawa, Victoria and 
Vancouver, and between the 
national capital and the pro¬ 
vincial government will hope¬ 
fully Boon carry the order to 
go ahead with the cleanup. 

Although time has not yet 
run out on removing the 
gravel in the river’s main 
channel, is will soon be too 
late for possible arguments re¬ 
garding cost-sharing between 
the various departments. At 
hand is an extreme emergency 
which is two-fold — it affects 
people, their lives and their 
property, and fish and their 
spawning grounds. 

The gravel blockage ex¬ 
tends for about quarter of a 
mile and the estimated vol¬ 
ume has been estimated at 
between 20,000 and 30,000 
cubic yards. Experts recently 
agreed the gravel has to be 
taken from the river and

trucked away before Sept. 5, 
which is when the first salm¬ 
on return to spawn. If the 
gravel blockage is not re¬ 
moved. officials and engineers 
fear that with even less rain 
than usual, a disastrous flood 
may* result. 

Ihe federal department of 
the environment, fisheries 
and marine service, formerly 
fisheries, after removing a 
huge log jam at a cost of 
more than $10,000 recently 
discovered the gravel block¬ 
age, which has al3!«ady 
claimed many thousands of 
fish and fish eggs. The gravel 
was washed down during last 
winter's flood and settled 
under the log jam. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith said since the 
manager of the Cowichan In¬ 
dian Farm Co-op, Wesley 
Modeste, told him about the 
serious situation in the river 
about two weeks ago, Smith 
immediately alerted the B.C.

MLA. for Cowichan-Malahat, 
who recently stated at Dun¬ 
can, "We (provincial govern¬ 
ment) don't want to fight over ' 
a cost-sharing liasi.s; we want | 
the job done.” 

Meanwhile, the North Cow- I 
ichan mayor contacted NanaU ! 
mo . Cowichan - The Islands i 
IMP Tommy Douglas at Otta¬ 
wa Tuesday, and was told 
Douglas would seek an imme¬ 
diate meeting with Fisheries 
Minister Jack Da\^s to ask 
for full assistance. 

Smith said that tlie munici¬ 
pality would make equipment 
available for the cleaning up 
of the river channel. 

Deputy Minister V. Raud- 
sepp of the provincial lands 
department informed North 
Cowichan in a letter, "We are 
approaching the department 
of Indian affairs to determine 
if they are prepared lo cost- 
share on a gravel removal 
program. If satisfactory ar¬ 
rangements can be made with 
the federal department, the 
provincial govemment is pre¬ 
pared to contribute up to 
$15,000 in such a program.” 

Conservative but uncon¬ 
firmed estimates put the 
gravel removal cost in the 
$30,000 bracket.

Board members to study gar¬ 
bage dump <H)eration8 — 
mainly landfill and incinera¬ 
tor. 

Public health elialrman Ei¬ 
leen Turnbull reported that 
Ihe problem came to a head 
when, under new regulations, 
the town was required to 
H f^ ly to the B.Ci PoUutiofi 
Control Branch for a permit 
to operate the dump.

The garbage dump current¬ 
ly services local residents, all 
of the Comox Peninsula, Ca¬ 
nadian Forces Base Comox, 
and some Courtenay mer¬ 
chants who find it quicker to 
bring their garbage to the 
dump. / 

Miss Turnbull pointed out 
that another section of the 
regulations says the town will 
have to fence off the dump, 
which would leave these peo¬ 
ple without disposal facilities. 


“It is getting to be a district 
problem and 1 think we 
should see if we can come up 
with an over-all solution,” she 
said.

Author Farley Mowat, presi¬ 
dent of the iiTtemational or¬ 
ganization Project Jonah, an¬ 
nounced the meet-toe-whale 
cruises in eastern and west¬ 
ern Canada last month. 

Mowat, author of A Whale 
for the Killing, said other 
tours are planned by ship this 
summer from Tadoussac, 
Que., where the Saguenay 
River joins the St. L,awrencc 
River. 

Project Jonah’s excursiona 
are an attempt to bring peo¬ 
ple into contact with ce¬ 
taceans while in their natural 
environment. 

Spong said there should be 
waterside facilities for ob¬ 
serving marine life. 

"We should be putting these 
facilities in the ocean where 
the whales and dolphins come 
to feed," Spong said. 

Spong, a 34-year-old New 
Zealand-born cetologist who is 
heading the West Coast excur¬ 
sions, earned his PhD in psy¬ 
chology at University of 
fornia in Los Angeles.

The veteran signal-caller 
found Larry Smith uncovered 
on the right side from seven 
yards out to break a 7-7 tie at 
4:24 and about four minutes

later, hit a streaking Johnny 
Rodgers for a 45-yard touch¬ 
down play which brougdit the 
23.416 fans to their feet. 

Don sweet converted both 
touchdowns, kicked two field 
goals and a single to account 
for the other Montreal points. 

The Tiger-Cats, who lost 
18-9 in their home opener last 
week, finally got a touchdown 
with 2:47 left when (Thuck 
Ealey connected with veteran 
Gamey Henley from six yards 
wt. T^e play was set up by 
Smith’s second fumble of the 
game. 

Ian Sunter kicked two field 
goals, a convert and a single 
for the Ticats other points. 

The win left Montreal alone 
atop the EFC with four 
points, two more than Toronto 
Argonauts, who play Ottawa 
Rough Riders tonight in 
Toronto. 

The Alouettes had an edge 
in total yardage in the first 
half — 190-118 — and put to¬ 
gether the only converted of¬ 
fensive drive in the half.

Orcinus Orca (the name 
Spong prefers over killed 
whale) surfaced shortly after 
6 p.m. the first day of the 
first ckiise, and more than 20 
crew memibers, children, 
vvhaJe-watchers ' and dogs 
scrambled to the railing of 
the cruise ship. 


The pod of el^t killer 
whales cut in fremt of the 
cruising vessel and. at one 
point, came within 20 feet of 
the boat. Hie vessel chased 
the pod for nearly two hours, 
moving out of'Robson Bight 
near the Tsitika Valley, and 
back to llanscHi Island. * 

Equipment was placed In 
the water to induce the 
whales, to investigate noises 
coming fi^om the vessel. 

The ruse failed and al¬ 
though the boat stayed in 
sight of the whales, they re¬ 
fused to be lured closer than a 
couple of hundred feet after 
the initial encounter.

Donnls Coleman said 
the strictly-volunteer panel 
will be comprised of seven 
members — three architects 
from Nanaimo, Vancouvcf 
and Victoria^ a landacaper; 
the local building inspector; 
an artistic person, and a lay¬ 
man from the community. 

The panel Is necessary. Co- 
Icmaji “ said,' because “we 
don’t feel the community 
should have a very large 
building thnist upon it and 
have no say about its external 
appearance.” He added that 
the Internal appearance - of 
buildings is controlled through 
regulations the fire mar¬ 
shal, building inspector and 
others.

One of the-big reqyir^ 
ments is that the garbage has 
to be covered with landfill 
daily. 

“'This means we will* have 
to have a bulldozer and a full¬ 


time operator,” she said, 
“Comox just can't afford it.” 

Hie garbage dump current¬ 
ly services local residents, all 
of the Comox Peninsula, Ca¬ 
nadian Forces Base Comox,

Every year, along about the 
back end of rammer, I get a 
lot of complaints from back¬ 
yard gardeners to the effect 
that irnmature apples are all 
falling oU their treasured 
trees. 

It is quite a common sight 
to see the back lawn littered' 
with windfalls, and while it is 
possible to use in the making 
of apple wine, H is still a sub¬ 
stantial waste of potential 
fruit 

Strangely enough, heavy 
losses through windfalls are 
hardly ever experienced in 
commercial orchards except 
under hurricane conditions. 
Healthy tipples should stay on 
the tree until harvest time, 
improving in color and flavor 
as they swell in size. 

There is a reason for It — 
perhaps the so-called “June 
drop” which in our climate 
more often occurs In July — 
in which the tree deliberately 
thins out its own crop to more 
or less balance its budget, re¬ 
taining only the number of 
fruits it can support without 
overtaxing its strength. But 
any great number ot windfalls 
in later summer is a pretty

sure sign that something is 
wrong. 

Ihere is a reason for It >- 
‘pertiapg several reasons — 
and it is up to the home, gar¬ 
dener to do a little detective 
work to discover the cause. 

One important thing to 
check the nutrition of the 
tree. If feeding has been inad¬ 
equate, the leaves will be un¬ 
dersized and a poor c<^r, 
and the tree will produce a 
vast number ot small apples, 
many of which will fall as 
competition for food and 
moisture becomes acute. 

I have mentioned several 
tiimes in earlier columns bow 
fertilizer can be applied in 
grassed-over areas — by 
punching holes through the 
sod in a band around fte tree 
away out under the tips of the 
branches, and pouring nu¬ 
trient solutions into these 
holes. 

On clean, cultivated ground, 
I don't tiiink you can beat a 
generous mulch of old rotted 
manure, spread thickly and 


maintained pmnanentiy over 
the root tips by topping up an¬ 
nually witi) mca« of the tame. 

Dryness at the roots win 
have much the same effect as 
malnutrition, and if water is 
applied, it too should go in the 
diip area under the outermost 
branch tips. Holes in the 
ground will again help get it 
down to where it is most 
needed. It is ufeless to apply 
food or water close in to the 
trunk; the active portions ot 
the root system are away out 

It isn't so generally realized 
that a tree or any other plant 
— can suffer tix>m thirst as a 
result of too much water. 
With poor drainage and 
stagnant soil in the 
rooting area, the very fine 
root hairs decay, and the tree 
finds itself in ^e situation of 
the Ancient Mariner — 
“Water, water everywhere, 
and not a drop to drink'' — 
or, in this case, no root hairs 
with which to drink it. 

Imperfect pollination often 


cauMi an apparently good set 
of fruit which later drops, but 
this usually occurs much ear¬ 
lier when the apples are veiy 
small, not much bigger than 
marbles/ Ihoorrect pruning — 
eith^ too light or too drattie 
— -can' also upset the balance 
of the tree and cause fruit 
drop. 

By far the most common 
cause of windfalls, though, is 
an infestation of insect pests, . 
and this h where the com¬ 
mercial orcbardist acoret 
over the home gardener — he 
sprays with the right sprays, 
at the rig(it s trength, and at 
the proper timet. 

If your windfalls have a 
hole in the eye and a worm In 
the core, codlin moth is your 
trouble. If you find a ribbon- 
like scar or streak on the skin 
of your fruity your pest is the 
larvae of the apple sawfly. 

Preventive sprays are about 
the only effective answer to 
these pests. Excellent spray 
calendars ■ are available free 
of charge from most dealers 
in garden supplies, and from 
ttie Publications Branch, Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agri¬ 
culture.

WASHINGTON—John Ehrllchman 
teetihed before the Senate Watergate 
committee two weeks ago that it was 
“well within both the constitutional duty 
and the obl^^ation of the president" for 
White House aides to break into the of¬ 
fice of Dr. Daniel Ellsberg’s former 
psychiatrtst. 

Sen. Sam Ervin of North Carolina 
disputed this interpretation of fhe pres¬ 
ident's power and argued there was 
nothing in the law which gives the pres¬ 
ident the right to suspend the fourth 
am^dment’s protection against unrea¬ 
sonable searches and seizures. 

Since this is a great constitutional 
issue I sought out my old law professor, 
Heinrich Applebaum, who holds the 
Chair of Jurisprudence at the Water¬ 
gate Technical Institute of Perjury. 

“Professor, who is right in the con¬ 
stitutional dispute between Senator 
Ervin and John Ehrlichman?" 

“They’re both right and they’re 
both womg.'' 

“What kind of answer is that?” 

' Well, Etirlichman is right in say¬ 
ing the president of the United States 
has the duty and obligation to break 
into- anybody’s psychiatrist’s office that 
he wants to. But he's wrong in saying 


that White House aides could do it for 
the presl<^ent.'' 

"Do you mean If the president 
wanted Ellsberg’s psychiatric records, 
he had to break into the office him¬ 
self?” 

“That is correct He had to perform 
the burglary personally. Otherwise it 
would be considered illegal.” 

“But isn’t that kind of hard for a_ 
president fo do?” 

“The writers of your constitution 
didn't want to make it easy.-They knew 
that every president of the United 
States at one time or another would 
have a desire to break into a psychia¬ 
trist’s office. 

“It’s something that no man in 
fwwer can resist. So they provided that 
the act itself had to be committed only 
by the president. The writers of the con¬ 
stitution assumed that this would keep 
most presidents from using the power 
unless it was absolutely necessary. 

“Now, had President Nixon bor¬ 
rowed a wig and a camera and tools 
from the CIA and gone to Dr. Fielding's 
Beverly Hills office, broken into the 
files and retrieved the Ellsberg records, 
he would be acting within the law. But 
the fact that the president turned qver 
the mission to two White House plumb¬ 
ers was his undoing. As a lawyer he 
should have known that.” 

“John Ehrlichman’s lawyer, John 
Wilson, has argued that the president 


has a vast reservoir of power given to 
him by congress which makes it possi¬ 
ble for the president to commit vriiat 
would ethervdse be an unlawful act for 
national- security", I said. “Do you 
agree with his?” 

“I certainly do. When It comes to 
national security the president can 
mug, steal and commit arson as long as 
he is protecting American citizens.” 

^ “How do yoii arrive at that?” 

“Because, as Ehrlichman's lawyer 
has so well pointed out, the courts have 
never ruled that he couldn’t do it Now 
the president cannot commit these un¬ 
lawful acts willy-nilly. He has to prove 
that in some way they have to do with a 
threat from a foreign power. 

“How can he prove It?” 

“In the case of EUsberg's psychia¬ 
trist. it's quite possible that Dr. Field¬ 
ing had made studies of Freud.'*' 

“But Freud isn’t a foreign power.” 
“Aha, but where did Freud prac¬ 
tice?” 

"In Vienna.” 

“That’s all the president needs to 
Justify the break-in.’' 

"Then if I hear you right, Dr. Ap¬ 
plebaum, Nixon's only error in the Ells¬ 
berg affair is that he did not burglarize 
the office himself.” 

“That's the only constitutional issue 
they’ve got him on. In fairness to Nixon 
though any president could have made 
the same mistake.”

If I decided to form a “lobby” group in Washington to 
promote the interests of the sprocket-and-widget industry, 
whatever. I spent on this endeavor to influence legislation 
would be tax-deductible as a business expense. 

But if I formed a “charitable and educational” group in 
Washington to promote the public interest — say, by lobbying 
for more equitable tax laws — I would lose my tax-exempt 
status if it was shovMi that I tried to influence legislation by 
political pressure. 

What this means is that special interest groups in the * 
U.S. — whether for business, laW, agriculture, or what have 
you — can and do spend millions in pressuring for laws they 
want passed: but if you work for the general interest, or the 
public interest, then contributions to your cause are not tax- 
deductible. 

Earlier this sumer. for instance, the House Ways and 
Means Committee held hearings on tax revision. A group 
called Tax Analysts and Advocates filed a suit in the U.S. 
District Court, complaining that it couldn't take part in these 
hearings for fear its tax-exempt status would be lost. In 


which case, many people would stop contributing to It, since 
their contributions couldn’t be written off. 

Two years ago, the group pointed out, one of its affiliates 
did lobby against a bill giving tax breaks to exporters, spend¬ 
ing only $1,200, while special interest groups spent at least 
$150,000 promoting the legislation. Naturally, it passed, and is 
costing the U.S. Treasury more than $150 million a year. 

One of the big reasons for io much disaffection, alien¬ 
ation and cynicism in the U.S. is the sense that everybody 
with influence speaks for his own segment. But nobody speaks 
for everybody. In the welter of private interests, the public 
interest is forgotten and neglected — which is hardly the way 
the founding fathers ccmceived the U.S. would be run. 

The U.S. badly needs a public advocate, standing above 
factionalism, which would counter-poise the rich, well-con¬ 
nected. and deeply entrenched lobbies that, over the years, 
have turned the tax system into a playground for the influen¬ 
tial and a mine-field for the unreppeswited. The broad 
band of middle-class wage-earners has been the hardest hit 
by these glaring inequities over the last 30 years. 

“Clout” is the name of the game — but the public inter¬ 
est is specifically denied any clout under our present laws. 
U.S. laws need to be rewritten, or rescinded, so that it 
becomes as easy to lobby for Everyman as it now is to write 
off millions to protect the advantaged. 


HOLLYWOOD — Saw a re¬ 
markable piece of film the 
other day, remarkable be¬ 
cause it stars Howard Hughe* 
in person. It’s probably the 
only film In existence on 
Hughes that the billionaire 
doesn't own himself. 

Dan McCarthy and film edi¬ 
tor Dennis Brandt assembled 
the footage from various 
sources around the world and 
are now preparing to make a 
TV special out of It or else a 
doctimentary movie. They 
haven't decided which way to I 
go as yet. 

“Hughes is the most fas¬ 
cinating man of this century 
and hardly anyone knows 
what he looks like.” said 
McCarthy. 

It’s true. 

Their film gives a vintage 
picture of the man and shows 
him. to be shy but highly artio- 
ulate. Much of the film deals 
with his tremendous contribu¬ 
tions to aviation. It also shows 
him to be a fighter, aa Clif¬ 
ford Irving found out. 

A lot of the footage deals 
with Hughes' appearance be¬ 
fore the Brewster committee 
of the U.S. Senate. Sen. Owen 
Brewster (R — Maine) 
charged that Hughes had 
•pent $40 million govern¬ 
ment money and failed to de¬ 
liver a plane. At the centre of 
the investigation was the huge 
Hughes flying boat ^ still big¬ 
ger than the 747.

Council Monday night unan¬ 
imously approved Mayor 
Hugh Curtis’ recommendation 
that the three-month |>eriod 
would be enough time to es¬ 
tablish guideline.^ for such 
conversions. 

Curtis termed Vancouver’.*? 
12-month **nioratorium on 
apartment-condominium con¬ 
version “unreasonable.” 

Council rejected a bid by 
the Capital Region Tenants’ 
Association for a one-year 
freeze on apartment-conver¬ 
sion. 

In a letter read out to coun¬ 
cil the association noted that 
of Greater Victoria’s popula¬ 
tion of 180,000, 56 per cent 


were tenants, and 30,000 wece 
more than 65 years old (or 
just over double the national 
average). 

The association said a one- 
year conversion halt was nec¬ 
essary if the ipunicipalities 
were to give full investigation 
to a situation in which devel¬ 
opers were making ‘‘eveji 
quicker profit than Uiat i*ea- 
lized from apartment ren¬ 
tals.” 

In approving the three- 
month freeze, council agreed 
not to halt the processing of 
three conversion applications 
currently before tfie munici¬ 
pality. Two of these are small 
conversions but the third is a 
73-unit apartment building on 
Poplar Street behind the Shel- 
boume shopping plaza. 

Oak Bay council has al¬ 


ready approved a set of gui¬ 
delines governing con¬ 
dominiums and special plan¬ 
ning and engineering rcpoiTs 
are currently being prepared 
by city of Victoria staff.

Road Signs 
Pointing 
At Vandals

PORT HARDY — Vandal¬ 
ism to road signs is costing 
taxpayers thousands of dol¬ 
lars a year, highways depart¬ 
ment official Doug Van Tine 
has disclosed. 

Records produced by Van 
Tine disclosed his 20-man 
crew since April has spent 177 
hours working on vandalized 
road signs. He estimated the 
average wage was $4 per man 
an hour. 

Van Tine said the labor cost 
did not include the cost of 
replacing signs, nor the cost 
of machinery used to place 
new signs or repair damaged 
ones. ^ 

The 'road’s foreman came 
fo^v^•a^d with the records 
which showed the staggering 
bill the public is forced to pay 
after \'andals mutlliated and 
tore down 15 signs on a 
17-mile stretch of road be¬ 
tween Port McNeill and 
Beaver Co\ e. 

Van Tine toured the area 
along with RCMPi who took a 
wrenched sign to be fin¬ 
gerprinted. 

A public appeal has gone 
out to motorists from Van 
Tine to report any vandilism 
noted by persons or vehicles 
to road signs. 

Road sign placement and 
repairs receive priority over 
other highways department 
work, he said. 

“It means taking our crews 
off other projects when we 
are pushed for time during 
the dry season,” Van Tine 
said.

Defacement of signs 
ranges from breaking wooden 
signs, scraping the fluores¬ 
cent surfacing from metal 
signs, shooting holes in them 
and knocking down signs, to 
obliterating words and speed- 
limit numerals on sign faces. 

The hardest hit areas are 
the Beaver Cove-Port McNeill 
region and the Port Hardy- 
Coal Harbor section of road. 
Van Tine said. 

“There are very few signs 
that are not hit wice a year.” 
he said. He said in the ap¬ 
proximate 25-mile stretch 
from Port Hardy to Port 
McNeill alone there are 200 
signs and linear posts. 

One location checked by 
Van Tine showed that vandals 
had ripped signs on a hill 
warning motorists they were 
approaching a logging truck 
intersection. The signs warn¬ 
ing trucks to come to a full 
stop had been tampered with, 
but not removed. 

The siti^ation was a poten¬ 
tial hazard since logging 
trucks would be anticipating 
the on coming traffic down 
the hill to be aware of the 
truck crossing. 

Van Tine agreed that if an 
accident occurred at a site 
where a sign had been re¬ 
moved or tampered with, the 
person found responsible for 
tampering with signs could be 
charged with causing the ac¬ 
cident. 

Signs that have to be re¬ 
placed (department standards 
call for signs to be replaced 
even if they have only one bul¬ 
let hole) often have to be or¬ 
dered from Courtenay or 
Langfbrd and take as long as 
a month for large models. 

The large direction signs, 
Van Tine says, are expensive. 

“I don’t know the exact 
cost, but it would shock you," 
he said. 

The recent vandalism 
streak is nothing new to high¬ 
way crews. Van Tine , said 
that when Cbal Harbor road 
was paved and open to the 
public, within three days 50 
per cent of the road signs was 
defaced with rifle or pistol 
holes. 

Van Tine said that straight¬ 
ening and repairing signs 
knocked down in the Beaver 
Cove and Port McNeill area 
will take two men from his 
crew two days.

“The only thing we know^ it a 
contractor hit a regulator con¬ 
trolling the flow of gas into 
the area.” 

He explained that when the 
regulator valve was ripped, 
gas under high pressure was 
released into low-pressurp 
lines.

Rations subpoenaed by Water¬ 
gate special prosecutor Archi¬ 
bald Cox. the president’s at¬ 
torneys told a federal judge 
Tuesday. 

In a 34-page brief filed with 
chief U.S. District Judge John 
Sirica, the attorneys argued 
that the separation-of-powers 
doctrine immunizes the pres¬ 
ident from all court orders. 

“The courts, a co-equal but 
not a superior branch of gov¬ 
ernment. are not free to probe 
the mental processes and the 
private confidences of the 
president and his advisers,” 
they said. 

Nixon believes so strongly 
In his constitutional right to 
withhold the tapes ttwt. If 
necessary, he will allow 
former aides accused of crim¬ 
inal violations to go free for 
lai-k of evidence rather than 
yield, the attorneys added. 

ITie brief was the pres¬ 
ident's response to an order 
issued by Sirica July 26, on 
Cox's request, for Nixon or his 
representatives to ap[)ear in 
court and justify his refusal to 
turn over the taijes. Cox has 
said the nine tapes he seeks 
are “relevant and important 
evidence in the grand jury’s 
investigation” of the Water¬ 
gate burgiai'y and coverup. 

Both Cox and J. Fred 3uz- 
hardt, counsel to the pres¬ 
ident. appeared in Sirica's 
courtroom promptly at 10 
a.m. Tuesday for a hearing 
that lasted less than twe min¬ 
utes. 

Buzhardl handed the brief 
to Sirica's clerk and Cox im¬ 
mediately rose to suggest that 
he could have his response 
ready by this Friday or. at 
the latest, next Monday. Siri¬ 
ca gave Cox a Monday dead¬ 
line and also called for oral 
arguments on the briefs Aug. 
22 . ^ 

(Meanwhile, Samuel Dash. 
(;hief counsel of the senate 
Watergate committee, said 
the committee is ready to file 
its lawsuit seeking access to 
Watergate-related White 
House evidence. Dash said the 
filing- of the suit was post¬ 
poned Tuesday because com¬ 
mittee lawyers wanted to c.\- 
amine the White House re¬ 
sponse to Cox. 

(“But we’re ready to file 
*now,” Dash said Tuesday. 
“We may be able to file to¬ 
morrow and certainly by 
Thursday”) • 

By giving both sides ample 
time to prepare their cases, 
.Sirica hinted thal the dispute 
will not be rushed through his 
court. Although he could rule 
from the bench on Aug. 22, 
irffmedlately after the ar¬ 
guments, it is more likely 
that he will take the matter 
under conMderatlon and issue 
a formal opinion later.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Justice department 
sources Tuesday confirmed that the department Is 
investigating Vice-President Spiro Agnew and an al¬ 
leged kickback scheme that a newspaper chain re¬ 
ported may involve payments of up to $50,000 to 
Agnew. 


Knight Newspapers report¬ 
ed Tuesday Uiat federal inves¬ 
tigators are investigating alle¬ 
gations that Agnew received 
weekly 51,000 payments from 
contractors while still a Bal¬ 
timore County official, and 
550.000 after he became Unit¬ 
ed States vice-president. 

Justice department spokes¬ 
men refused to comment «n 
the Knight story, but oilier 
department sources con¬ 
firmed that Republican fund¬ 
raising practices and contrib¬ 
utors are involved in the 
investigation. 

The Knight story said Inves¬ 
tigators arc checking infor¬ 
mation that leading campaign 
fund-raisers for Agnew sought 
contributions from contrac¬ 
tors in exchange for stale and 
federal contracts. 

At the same time, Attorney- 
General Elliot Richardson 
decided to keep the investiga¬ 
tion inside the .iustice^deparl- 
ment and not turn over tlie 
case to special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Oox.
